In-person culinary arts 
classes resume at HCC 


HOLYOKE -— Every good 
cook knows some recipes call 
for a slow simmer, others a 
rapid boil. 

Without stretching the 
metaphor too far, seven culi- 
nary arts students at Holyoke 
Community have in a way 
been on a slow simmer them- 
selves since March, when their 
first-semester schedules were 
interrupted by the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

They had just completed 
their seven-week introducto- 
ry cooking course, Culinary 
Fundamentals I, and were 
supposed to start Culinary 
Fundamentals II after spring 
break. Instead, the campus 
shut down and the HCC MGM 
Culinary Arts Institute tem- 
porarily closed as the college 


transitioned to remote instruc- 
tion. 

But it’s tough to learn a 
proper sear or sample braised 
quail over Zoom, and, so, their 
first semesters were put on 
hold until the fall. 

And then, on Oct. 28, 
after a seven-month hia- 
tus, the teaching kitchens at 
the Culinary Arts Institute 
reopened, and the students 
were back at their stations. 
Since then, they have been 
progressing, if you will, at 
a rapid boil through a series 
of accelerated, back-to-back 
classes designed to catch them 
up before the spring semester 
begins on Jan. 25, 2021.

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City remains in 
‘high-risk’ category

HOLYOKE - The State’s 
Department of Public Health 
put out a report of case num- 
ber on Friday Nov. 27, each 
city was listed in the report 
with the case numbers of the 
prior two weeks data. 

The report compared the 
data from the two-week peri- 
od from Nov. 8 to Nov. 21, 
to the two-week period from 
Nov. | to Nov. 14. Compared 
to the months first two weeks 
the city is lower in case 
counts, but it stays in the red 
category due to the volume 
In cases. 

In the report Holyoke 
had 311 new cases in two 
weeks, with 382 positive tests 
in the same amount of time. 
Though the case numbers 
are technically lower there’s 
still a large amount of people 
being infected. Recently the 
city reverted back to Phase 3, 
step | of the state’s re-open- 
ing plan. 

Both indoor and out- 
door gatherings had reduced 
limits, and businesses had 
to downsize, or close if they 
were unable to handle the 
downsizing guidelines. Other 
areas that include close con- 
tact had to close, like perfor- 
mance venues and theaters. 

Along with there being a 
mask mandate in public areas 
whether they are indoors 
or outdoors, the city has a 
COVID page on the web- 
site that encourages people 


to wear their masks wherev- 
er needed. They also include 
that wearing a mask does not 
cancel out painting social dis- 
tancing when in the public. 

On the city’s COVID 
page, updates are given, as 
well as information about the 
testing sites within the city. 
There was a recent update 
that the “Stop the Spread” 
testing sites with be extend- 
ed through to Dec. 31. On 
Dec. 2 the two test sites will 
receive additional staffing. 
People can find more infor- 
mation on the testing sites 
on the COVID page of the 
Holyoke website. 

The state continues to 
list Holyoke in the red cate- 
gory with a 54.7 daily rate for 
two weeks, city officials did 
not comment on the need or 
possibility of further restric- 
tions to control the recent and 
steady surge. The city contin- 
ues to follow state guidelines 
and regulations for residents 
to follow, mainly including 
to wear masks when in all 
public area, social distanc- 
ing, and sanitizing or wash- 
ing one’s hands as often as 
possible. 

Board of Health Director 
Sean Gonsalves did not com- 
ment on the most recent num- 
bers and he did not address 
whether further restrictions 
would be needed in the city. 
He did say numbers are rising 
in the area, including nearby 
cities.

Learn about earthworms in virtual program 


HOLYOKE — On Wednesday, 
Dec. 9 at 2 p.m., Wistariahurst will host 
Invasive Earthworms in New England 
Forests, their damage and spread as 
part of an ongoing series of live, vir- 
tual programming. Presented by Dr. 
Justin Richardson, this program will be 
free and open to all. Pre-registration is 
required. 

Forests of New England are under 
pressure from shifting climates, intro- 
duced species, and human uses for fuel 
and wood products. One largely under- 
studied biological pressure are invasive 
earthworms, such as the ‘crazy snake 
worms’ of the Megascolecidae family 
from Asia. New England forests largely 
developed without native earthworms 
due to the last major glaciation. Since 


international boat travel, New England 
forests experienced a wave of European 
earthworms, and now are being invad- 
ed by worms such as Amynthas agres- 
tis. Dr. Richardson will discuss their 
impacts on forests, where they have been 
observed, some measures to prevent 
their spread, and potential control mech- 
anisms.

Morgan School staff relying on home classrooms

HOLYOKE -— The Holyoke school 
district 1s requiring students to do 
remote learning, though staff is able to 
return to the building there are many 
staff members who are teaching remote 
as well. That doesn’t stop the staff from 
holding online gathering with students 
to help get them engaged in this year’s 
learning. 

Staff at the William G. Morgan 
school are mainly working from home, 
with better set up and more access to 
supplies than before. Principal Steven 
Moguel approximated that 10 percent 
of staff are back in the building, the rest 
are teaching remotely. Teachers can pick 
up supplies at the school building when 
needed, and the staff has acclimated to 
online teaching whether it’s at home or 
in the classroom. 

“We were reactive in March and 
we’re proactive in the fall, we’re bet- 
ter set up.” Moguel said. “The result in 
teaching has been good, a lot of teachers 
are remote but some teachers set up in 
classrooms to help students feel more 
comfortable.” The school is working to 


provide online gym classes, special edu- 
cation classes, and counseling. Although 
the setting of the classroom can help 
students, they still will not receive as 
many opportunities to interact with each 
other. 

To combat the inability to interact 
in halls, the staff holds online assem- 
blies monthly to celebrate students. The 
assembly give the staff an opportunity to 
acknowledge the students and celebrate 
the hard work their putting in during 
this year. There are awards for different 
kinds of effort put into classes, and their 
honoring students in a public way with 
the rest of their class. 

Moguel says that he and the staff 
are holding these assembly’s and awards 
by class each month, in an effort to 
highlight to work the students are put- 
ting in. “We’re not going to let this year 
feel like it doesn’t count, we’re looking 
to use new things.” Moguel said. “We’re 
starting to see kids display their work 
virtually and we’re really proud of that.” 
He further explains the Morgan’s dean, 
coaches, counselors, and teachers are all 
pulling together to find ways to be inter- 
active and engaging.

kids in the hallways, popping into class- 
rooms, talking with families, and invit- 
ing them to school events; the staff is 
coming up with ways to stay connected 
to students and their families. The staff 
is finding different ways to do home 
visits online for parents and guardians, 
as a way to provide extra help and talk 
about their students learning. Moguel 
says that families are very appreciative, 
and teachers have a few ways to connect 
with families. 

Teachers will connect with parents 
by sending a separate Zoom link or ask- 
ing parents to join the same classroom 
link at the end or class. During this time 
teachers become learning partners with 
parents, they’re collectively making 
plans with parents for their children’s 
academic success. It can be hard to do at 
home learning for all those involved but 
the staff is trying hard to work together 
with other staff members and families. 

“T’m really proud of my staff, they 
took the technology and ran with it.” 
Moguel said, “We spend a lot of time 
in break-out rooms and the staff is hard 
working.” The school allows break-out 
rooms so the students can work togeth- 
er on something, this helps to problem 
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solve, brainstorm, and get used to work- 
ing with others. These smaller group 
setting helps to keep students focused 
and engaged in their assignment. When 
given the right tools both students and 
teachers can be successful. 

Along with providing staff with 
whatever materials they need, the 
schools give families access to materials 
they’ll need. Including Chromebooks 
and basic things like books, notebooks, 
pencils, pens, and other items they 
might need. There are days to pick up 
the materials and parents have to contact 
the school beforehand, but the school is 
trying to keep things accessible for stu- 
dents and their family. The staff working 
with the families to make sure students 
are set up for academic greatness, and 
there are plans in place for each student. 

“The biggest thing I want to 
acknowledge is that we ask a lot of our 
teachers and they’re stepping up to the 
task.” Moguel said. “We’re proud of the 
kids and they can keep on when given 
the right tools. We’re not stopping kids, 
we're highlighting them.” The school 
will continue to highlight students and 
participate in online gatherings to keep 
students excited about the school year.

textures side by side to create a 
gorgeous arrangement. The same 
holds true when making wreaths 
or mixed planters for the holi- 
days. Even though you are using 
hues of essentially the same color, 
green, the excitement is in the 
texture. From airy white pine to 
rigid spruce, wispy arborvitae to 
dense juniper, pointy-leaved holly 
to minute boxwood, they look great together 
when thoughtfully arranged. Finish your 
creation with the addition of pinecones, win- 
terberries and even sumac or budded Pieris 
as accents, and you will be following in the 
footsteps of pro designers. 

Acquiring lots of greens is easy. Many 
of the plants I mentioned make their homes 
in our landscapes or the nearby woods. 
While it’s not recommended to go over- 
board, I regularly prune this time of year 
purposely to use the clippings in my deco- 
rating. The key to a good cut is not to leave 
stubs; always snip next to a side branch and 
space your pruning around the plant, not all 
in the same spot. And it goes without saying 
to do your best to ask permission when snip- 
ping on someone else’s property. 

Here is a refresher course from previous 
columns on how to make some of our favor- 
ite Christmastime arrangements: 

Making a wreath is easy. Start with a 
wire coat hanger opened up into a circle. 
Attach some pliable wire to it. Then, wrap 
little bunches of greens to the base one after 
another. Be careful to lay them alongside, 
not on top of each other. You can make a 
wreath of just one type of green at a time, or 
make mixed “bouquets” for your bunches. 
When you reach the end of the wreath, hide 
the last bunch under the first and secure the 
wire. You can easily make a loop for hang- 
ing, or use the hook that came with the coat 
hanger. 

If this sounds too difficult, why not 
make a simple swag? Choose a sturdy green 
for the base and position it stem pointing up 
with the pretty side facing you. Grab another 
type of green a bit smaller than the first and 
put it on top. Do this again and again with 
varying greens until you have a nice upside- 
down “fan.” To complete your swag, wrap 
wire around the stems four or five inches 
down from the top, leaving a loop on the 
back for a hanger. You can cover the wire 
with a bow, and insert some berries or wired 
on pinecones should you wish. 

Homemade cemetery boxes are also 
simple to make, even for a novice floral 
arranger. If you don’t have plastic window 
boxes or wooden “logs” in your garage, 
spare plastic pots are fine substitutes. The 
key to crafting these is to remember that they 
are viewed from the front, so start with your 
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garden soil to fill the contain- 
er and hold the greens in place. 
Some florists use ‘sahara’ floral 
foam- it is a great anchor and is 
less messy but because it is so 
light in weight, add some stones 
to plastic containers to keep them 
in place. 

Mixed winter planters 
are made the same way. Try to 
keep the “one and a half’ rule from Floral 
Arranging 101 in mind when determin- 
ing how tall your planter should be. For 
proportions to be right, the height of your 
arrangement should be one and a half times 
the height of the container. For example, if 
your planter is a foot tall, your grouping of 
greens can be 18 inches high. If this planter 
is viewed all the way around, start in the 
middle of the container and work out in 
one direction, then turn it around and do 
the same on the other side. Use rigid greens 
such as spruce to get your height. Wispy 
greens like white pine look great spilling 
over the edge, gaining width. Because they 
are dense, juniper and boxwood make great 
fillers. Holly and Pieris are fancy and per- 
fect for accent. If berries are scarce, you can 
dress up a planter with red twigs, bows, gild- 
ed pods and the like. 

Have fun scouring the countryside for 
a variety of greens this holiday season and 
even more fun crafting your arrangements!

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Wrestling to be played 
in spring season

REGION — First it was 
outdoor “indoor” track, now 
could wrestling be moving 
outdoors? 

Rather than cancel the 
high school wrestling sea- 
son, the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association has voted to move 
wrestling to the spring season.

MIAA issues statement regarding winter sports 


FRANKLIN -—- The 
Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association (MIAA) 
COVID-19 Task Force rep- 
resentatives today present- 
ed winter sport modifications 
and recommendations for the 
2020-2021 season to the MIAA 
Board of Directors. 

This presentation culminat- 
ed a two-week MIAA gover- 
nance process which included 
sport-specific sub-commit- 
tee meetings where updated 
Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs (EEA) 
and current Massachusetts 
Department of Elementary and 
Secondary (DESE) guidelines 
were reviewed. These subcom- 
mittees created sport-specific 
modifications and presented 
them to the full committees for 
approval. The MIAA Sports 
Medicine Committee (SMC) 


and ultimately the MIAA 
Covid-19 Task force subse- 
quently approved the modifica- 
tions. 

MIAA Executive Director 
Bill Gaine stated, ““The MIAA’s 
mission can be defined by a 
dual prescription: promoting 
maximum participation oppor- 
tunities for the maximum num- 
ber of student-athletes so that 
life lessons can be learned. At 
the same time, promoting the 
health and safety of all par- 
ticipants is the Association’s 
imperative.” 

The MIAA Board of 
Directors voted to approve 
sport-specific modifications 
for the Winter Season. These 
modifications will continue to 
be reviewed as they relate to 
current regulations surrounding 
COVID-19 and may be mod- 
ified if necessary. Additional 


modifications or the decision to 
participate in MIAA-recognized 
winter sports will be determined 
by local school districts and/ 
or their local Board of Health.

With school gymnasiums being 
utilized for boys volleyball during the 
spring as well as the temperatures ris- 
ing, the idea of hosting wrestling meets 
outdoors has been broached. It is unclear 
how that would look and what conditions 
spring athletes will compete under, but it 


would definitely be a first to hold wres- 
tling meets outdoors. Meets typically 
take place in the center of a gymnasium 
on hard mats. 

While it will more than likely be 
played during the bubble season, indoor 
track is also being talked about to be 
played outdoors due to the improving 
weather between February and April. 

It is otherwise unclear how a change 
in seasons will affect already shrinking 
wrestling programs in the region. Many 
teams are having more and more trouble 
fielding full teams of at least 14 wres- 
tlers, of which each one can fit into every 
weight class. With wrestling being com- 
peted in the spring, some schools could 
lose competitors to their regular spring 
sports, including lacrosse, baseball, ten- 
nis, and track. There also could be a lack 
of tournaments for individual wrestlers 
to compete in depending on how the 
region reacts to the sports movement to 
the spring. 

There will be no winter tournaments 
for basketball and hockey. It is unknown 
whether spring sports will have tourna- 
ments played. 

Wrestlers are allowed to have prac- 
tices during the winter season.

city’s history. Morse won an unprec- 
edented race and was regularly chal- 
lenged in re-election campaigns, fac- 
ing multiple challengers on a 
few occasions. 

“When I was first elect- 
ed,’ Morse said in a state- 
ment released Tuesday. 
“IT expressed the desire to 
serve for ten years at most 
— enough time, I thought, to 
get some key goals across 
the finish line, and to secure 
a legacy we could be proud 
of. I firmly believe that our 
democracy works best when 
we create space for more 
voices and perspectives to influence 
the public sphere. So, with a munic- 
ipal election year almost upon us, I 
feel it’s important to let you know that 
I will not be seeking re-election.” 

Morse said he announced his can- 
didacy for mayor at this time 10 years 
ago. 

“Weeks shy of my twenty-second 
birthday,” said Morse. “I stood in the 
freezing cold, surrounded by family, 
friends, and my earliest supporters, 
and I made my case. It was the begin- 
ning of the most improbable, chal- 
lenging, and wonderful journey.” 

Morse, in his statement, recount- 
ed a prosperous tenure as mayor, mak- 
ing improvements to the city through 
economic development, and lowering 
crime rates. 

“Think about what we’ve been 
able to achieve,” said Morse. “Think 
of the neighborhoods that have seen 
record levels of new investment. 
Think of the parks we’ve renovated 
and the new parks we’ve built, and 
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the families who now get to enjoy 
them. Think of all the new housing 
completed and in progress. Think of 
the Holyokers from all different back- 
grounds and walks of life who got 
involved in the civic life 
of our community for the 
first time. 

“Today, buildings 
that were once vacant 
are home to restaurants, 
housing, and artist spaces. 
Our population is grow- 
ing again, and so is our 
tax base. We’ve empow- 
ered local entrepreneurs 
to create their own busi- 
nesses. We’ve improved 
educational outcomes for 
our students and we’ve made the city 
safer than it’s been at any time in a 
generation.” 

Morse won the city’s first four- 
year term as mayor in 2017, believe 
it would be his final term. City voters 
increased the mayor’s term from two 
to four years in 2015 through a ballot 
question initiative. The term carried 
Morse into 10 years as mayor of the 
city, though he was poised to leave 
early next year. 

Morse ran an unsuccessful cam- 
paign to unseat U.S. Rep. Richard 
Neal, D-Massachusetts, for the First 
Congressional District in the House 
of Representatives. Morse, also a 
Democrat, ran and was defeated in the 
Sept. 1 primary. 

The next municipal election will 
be held in November 2021. Morse has 
not specifically said what he plans to 
do following his final year as mayor. 
In addition to the mayoral race, city 
council and school committee seats 
will also be up for election.

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to get back in the kitchen into a some- 
what normal routine, doing what I love 
and learning,” said student Monica 
Hernandez. 

Hernandez and her classmates 
recently completed what would typi- 
cally be a seven-week course, Culinary 
Fundamentals II, in just 2% weeks, 
thus concluding their long-delayed first 
semester in a two-year journey toward 
their associate of science degrees in culi- 
nary arts. 

They started their reconfigured sec- 
ond semester on Nov. 16 and are already 
halfway through their Pantry and Garde 
Manager course, which will be fol- 
lowed immediately by Stocks, Soups and 
Sauces. 

“Classes are very fast paced,” said 
Hernandez, who lives in Westfield. 

The pace will accelerate even 
more during HCC’s 10-day January 
Wintersession program. Students will be 
in the kitchen Monday through Friday, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., completing 
two classes in two weeks, Baking and 
Pastry Arts, and Entrée Preparation and 
Presentation. 

All HCC classes that meet in person 
must be approved by the college’s Return 
to Campus Task Force. The majority of 
HCC classes are still being conducted 
remotely. 

“Just like in Health Sciences, every- 
body with labs — we’ve all had to rethink 
how we’re running our classes,” said chef 
and culinary arts professor Warren Leigh. 
“They said, think outside the box. Well, 
we did. As long as everything keeps 
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going the way it is, we’re going to be 
done with semester two on January 15 
and they’ll be ready to join some of the 
other students for semester three classes 
in the spring.” 

In addition to the fast-track sched- 
ule, other accommodations were made, 
such as reducing the number of students 
in each section. 

“We can really do six to seven, but 
we re keeping it at six moving forward,” 
said Leigh. “The six stations are perfect 
for social distancing and whatnot. All the 
classes set up for winter and spring we’re 
Capping at six, knowing that nothing is 
going to be normal for a while.” 

General precautions around health 
and safety have been elevated in 
and around the kitchen on account of 
COVID-19. 

“We get our temperatures taken 
as we walk in the building,” said 
Hernandez. “Multiple stall restrooms are 
now single use only. We can only use 
the dish room one at a time. We have 
assigned stations. We use the same dishes 
for every class and we wash them our- 
selves so each of us has contact only with 
the dishes we use every day. We are a lot 
more mindful of personal space, contact 
and germs. We wash our hands frequent- 
ly. I find myself washing my hands a lot 
more.” 

Of course, they all wear masks, but 
that does make it more difficult to be 
heard and understood in a busy commer- 
cial kitchen. 

“Wearing the mask has really proved 
that we need a kitchen voice to be able 
to talk to each other,’ said Hernandez. 
“Tt’s really important to pay attention and 
listen closely.”
